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Vault Caves | 


Nine Killed 


Disaster Occurs 
During Mass 


Buenos Aires, Oct. 21. 

At least nine persons 
were killed and 30 injured, 
including six seriously, 
when a section of the main 
vault fell over the terrified 
faithful in an 
church at Buenos 
Boca district while Mass 
was being held for the re- 
covery of Eva Peron. 


Tt was feared thet the num- 
ber of victims was much higher 
as policemen and firemen were 
still moving debris at 2 p.m. 
three hours after the disaster 


Whke the Mass was held. 
Father Pablo Tovanl, head 
pastor of the St John Evangelist 
Church, saw pieces of masonry 
falling. He shouted to the con- 
gregation, which consists of 500 
pesons, to leave the church, A 
number did, but the remainder 
were not abe to get out in time 
and were buried under the 
debris. 


CHILD VICTIMS 


Of the nine kilked and count- 
ed for up to 2 p.m, three or 
four were children, three 
‘women and two men, Those 
seriously injured inchided HM 
adults and five children. 


The death toll could have 
been much higher If the cave- 
in had occurred shortly before 
when another Mass was held 
with 800 children attending. 


Fearing a new collapse, . the 
police cordoned ‘he street in 
front of the dhurch and evacuat- 
ed the adjoining houses. 


The neighbourhood presented a 
pathetic aspect as residents stand- 
ing at the deorways of their houses 
or flocking to the scene of disaster 
awaiting news regarding ‘heir 
relatives who were attending the 
Mass, 


Meanwhile, many buses efecied 
the passengers and became make- 
shift ambulances {(o carry the 
injured to the nearby Argerich 
Hospital, A lange number of 
private cars assisted —Unl'ed 
Press.

WARSHIPS PRESENT. 


Cairo, Oct. 21. 

British warships were report- 
ed holding both ends of the 
Suez Canal today against 
threats by a speed-up of 

plans to put the 
country on a war footing. .

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BILL TO REMOVE 
‘DISCRIMINATION 


Washington, Oct. 21. 
Fifteen Senators are pro- 
posing to change the United 
States’ immigration quota 
system and wipe out what 
they consider discrimina- 
tions based on race and sex. 


A bfll to this effect was in- 
troduced in the Senate yesver- 
day. 


Senator Herbert H. Lefrman 
(Democrat, New York) told the 
Senate that it was the product 
of long study and discussions 
with more than 30 religiovs and 
other groups interested in the 
ptoblem. 


The bill, he said, would 
Strike out “the unsupportable 
discrimination based on | race 
which now bars persons of cev- 
tain Oriental races from , ad- 
mission as immigrants into the 
United States under any = cir- 
cumstances.” 


It would also remove the 
"archale discrimtnathon based 
on sex” as preference for entry 
into the United States which 
was now given to wives of 
American men but not to the 
alien husbands of American 
women. 


The bit would further make 
it possible for unfilled portions 
of quotas allotted to some 
countries to be spread among 
countries whuse quotas were 
ever-subscribed, thus benefiting 
people from = sOuthern and 
eastern Europe 


PREFERENCES 


The total of 154,277 persons 
allowed by law to enter the 
United States aonually was in- 
flexibly distributed among 
vatious national groups, mostly 
of Western Europe, Senator 
Lehman said. 


Under the bill, preferences 
would be established = for 
political and religious persecu- 
tion victims, relatives of 
Amertcan citizens, relatives of 
allens living in the United 
States and persons with special 
skills, 


Non-quota preference would 
be granted to persons who had 
served with the United States 
armed forces, their wives and 
children, and orphans brought 
to the United States for adop- 
tion by American citizens. 


Barriers to entry would be 
removed from “reformed Com- 
munists an@ Fascist organisa- 
tlons who could prove that they 
were now devoted to democratic 
principles and for those who 
joined Communist and Fascist 
organisations before they were 
16 years old and later dropped 
out.”"—Reuter.

In many respects, these 
soure:s point out, Libya is the 
lagt ready of the North African 
volenial areas 1o attempt inde- 
pendent existence. The impact 
of Libyan independence is  ex- 
pected to be particularly strong 
in Morocco and Libya's im- 
mediate western neighbour, 
French Tunisia, both demand- 
ing independence and both far 
more ready for it, politically,| 
economically and technically, 


As a result of Italian colonial 
policy, which barred the native 
population from all but meniat 
jobs, Libya faces the moment of 
her independence almost en- 
Urely without administrative 
or technicaily-trained personnel 
in any field—even without 
skilled labourers. For instance, 
there is in all of Libya not one 
native doctor, nurse, engineer 
or architect, 


Her currency is a hodge- 
podge of occupation lira, occu- 
pation francs and Egyptian 
pounds, She has no industry, 
and a tottering economy tied 
largely to modest exports of 
olive oi] and q wild desert grass 
‘in’ manufacturing high 
quality paper, 


Her hope for survival, in the 
opinion of British and American 
students of the area, rests with 
large grants of aid under the 
United States Point-Four pro- 
gramme for development of 
backward areas, and the tech- 
nica) assistance programme of 
the United Nations. 


WELL ON WAY 


In spite of these glaring 
weaknesses, Libya {s already 
well on the way to independ- 
ence, 


A provisional government of 
20 members from each of 
Libya’s three provinces and 
headed by Prime Minister 
Mahmud Bey Muntasser, al- 
ready is sitting in the gleaming 
white, three-domed palace. of 
the one - fime Italian Ctov- 
ernor - General Italo Batbo, 
This group has drafted a 
constitution, a new cet of liberal 
labour laws and hes named 
Emir Sunessi of Cyrenaica its 
King-designate.

THE FLY! 


In April, 1943, the Chiefs of 
Staff drew Mr Churchill's atten- 
tion to intelligence ‘reports of 
German experiments with long- 
range rockets. At their sugges- 
tion a secret inquiry was con- 
ducted by Mr Duncan Sandys, ® 
junior Minister who had been 
disabled while commanding a 
British experimental rocket unit, 


Following the recommenda- 
tlons of Mr Sandys (a son-in- 
Jaw of Mr Charchill), frequent 
air reconnatssance took place 
over Peenemunde, on the Baltic 
coast. 


N June 29 the De- 
fence Committee, 
having been kept 


fully informed since 
April, decided : 


That the most search- 
ing and rigorous 
examination of the area 
in Northern France 
within a radius of 130 
miles of London should 
be organised and main- 


tained ; 


That the attack on the 
experimental station at 
Peenemunde should take 
the form of the heaviest 
possible night attack by 
Bomber Command; 


That as far as possible 
plans should be prepared 
for immediate air attack 
on rocket firing-points in 
Northern France as s0on 
as located. 


Hitler intent 
on plan 


ITLER was meanwhile inten! 
upon the plan. Accompanied 
by some of _ his principal 
adherents of Cabinet level, fie 
fed Peenemunde abou: the 
beginning of June, 1943. We 
were at this time better informed 
about rocket missiles than about 
pilotless aircraft. Both methods 
were in full preparation on a 
large scale, and Peenemunde was 
the summit of all research and 
experiment. : 

No decisive progress had been 
made by the Germans towards 
{he atemic bomb, “Heavy water’ 
gave little encouragement, but 
in pilotless aircraft and the 
rockets Hitler and his advisers 
saw a means of delivering a new 
and possibly decisive attack 
upon England and the Tupturing 
of the Anglo-American plans for 
a major cross-Channe} return to 
the Continent. 


About June 10 he told his 
assembled military leaders that 
the Germans had only to hold 
out, By the end of 1943 Lon- 
don would be levelled to the 
ground and Britain forced to 
capitulate. Oct. 20 was fixed as 
zero day for rocket atacks to 
begin. Hitler personally ordered 
the construction of 30,000 rockets 
for that day. 


This, if true, shows the absurd 
ideas on which he lived. The 
German Minister of Munitions, 
Dr Speer, said thateach V@ (Our 
name for the rocket. Pilotless 
aireraft were called V1), re- 
quired about as many man- 
hours to make as six figh‘ers. 
Hiler’s demand was therevore 
for the equivalent of 180,000 
fighters 10 be made in four 
munths. This was ridiculous, but 
the production of both weapons 
was given first priority and 1,500 
skllied workers were transferred 
from anti-aircraft and artillery 
production to the task, 


Two suspicious 
excavations 


Qv July 9 Mr Sandys reported 
that, in addition to their 
plans for a rocket attack on 
London, there was also evidence 
{hat the Germans intended to use 
pilotiess aircraf{i and very long- 
range guns. Two excava-ions of 
a suspicious character had been 
deteoted—at Watten, near Ypres, 
and at Bruneval, near Fecamp. 
Special instructions were ‘here- 
fore issued 10 the selected Radar 
stations in,South-Bast England 
to wa'ch for rocke.-firing. 


Plans were also made by the 
Home Office, not for any 
wholesale evacuation of London, 
but for the removal when the 
time came of 100,000 persons in 
priority classes, such as school- 
children and pregnant mothers, 
at ihe rate of 10,000 a day. 
Thirty thousand Morrison table 
shelters were moved into Lon- 
don, bringing ‘he reserve in the 
Metropolis up to about 50,000. 


On July 19 our reports stated: 


Work an unexplained 
nature, including railway 
sidings, turn-tables, buildings, 
and concrete erections, 1s 
proceeding in North - West 
France.

Ii will come as an un- 
pleasam surprise to many to learn 
‘hat the proczss of disinftaticn 
will not result in an immediate 
fall In the cost of living — or 
even ‘he maintenance of prices 
ai their present level—but on the 
contrary will involve an initial 
rise of prices. 

Tha: much should be obvious 
to anybody who studies the pre- 
sent {rade figures. The consumer 
in this country is being subsidised 
to the ‘une of £400 million a 
year. By piling up debi—mainly

REVOLVER FOUND 


A revolver was found the sam? 
night in a scavenging lane off Fuk 
Wah Sireet, said Counsel, and Mr 
Ewing the ballistics expert, would 
say that it was the revolver which 
fired the fatal shat. 


Crown Counsel sald witnesses 
would be called to testify that 
on the day bofore the murder 
the accused and three other 
men came to Kowloon from 
Ping Chau Island. Two of the 
men returnéd to Ping Chau on 
July 7, leaving the accused and 
another may in Kowloon. There 
would also be evidence that on 
the day after the murder the 
accused told of the men that he 
had tried unsuccessfully to rob 
the occupants of a car and had 
shot a man, then run away and 
changed his clothes at a friend's 
house and later returned to 
Ping Chau.

An appeal against conviction, 


brought by Shau Shing, 40, a 


forthern Chinese, who was sentenced to death for the murder of PC Poon 
Cheuk-wing at Tsun Wan on May 28 last was heard by the Full Court of 
Appeal comprising the Chief Justice, Sir Gerard Howe, and the Acting 
Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Scholes, this morning. 

The trial of Shau Shing was taken by the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice 


Gould, and accused who was unanimously found guilty by a Jury of five men 
and two women was sentenced to death on September 7. 


Appearing for appellant were 
Mr John MeNeill, KC, and Mr 
S.V. Gittins, instructed by Mr 
KY. Yung. Mr A. Hooton, 
Senior Crown Counsel, and Mr 
D.E. Greenfield, acting Crown 
Counsel, appeared for the 
Crown, 


Mr McNeill said that the ap- 
peal was ‘based on three points, 


There was a witness, Suen 
Ming-tak, who gave evidence 
for the Crown on the trial of the 
appellant, Mr McNeill said. Suen 
gave evidence on the basis of a 
conditional pardon, tne con-+ 
dition being that he came to the 
Court to tell the truth. 


Suen came and told his story 
abou: the appellant who mus con- 
victsd in respect of the murder of 
PC Pocn Cheuk-wing, Appellant 
appeared before a Magistrate 
‘ogether with Cheung Chim-lai, 
both charged with th: murders of 
two polic2 constables. Appellant 


| was tried In respect of one and 


Cheung was tried in respect 
the cther police constable. 


BROKE DOWN 


Suen who was giving evidence 
during the trial of Cheung also 
cn the basis of a conditional 
pardon completely broke down 
and told an entirely different 
story. At that point the Crown 
decided to proceed no further, 
whereupon the Defence Counsel 
put it to the Trial Judge that 
the accused could not go to the 
Jury and he agreed and: directed 
the Jury to acquit Cheung. 


Counsel snid that he had 
mentionéd to his learned friend 
Mr Hooton that he would add 
—and he had said he would 
have no objection—that the 
conditional pardon of Suen had 
now been withdrawn. 


Furthermore, Mr MeNeill 
went on, Cheung was also 
charged but had not been tried 
for the murder of PC Poon 
Cheuk-wing as a nolle prosequ 
was entered by the Crown. He 
though: one might reasonably 
assume that Suen was no longer 
a witness to be relied upon.

The second point was that a 
statement made by appellant 
before a Magisirate was put in 


evidence under ‘the relative 
provisions and relative ordin- 
ances. Counsel sald that that 
sta‘ement was irregularly taken 
and as a result of that, the’ 
indictment should be -quashed’ 
and further, and in the alterna- 
tive, that the statement was in- 
admissible as evidence.

FOUR CHARGES 


Inspector Summers, who was 
in charge of the case was cross- 
examined by Mr Gittins as to 
what had taken place in the 
Police Court, because {t was his 
(Mr Gittins) suggestion that 
what had happened was this: 
There were four charges against 
appellant before the Magistrate 
upon which depositions were 
being taken. en the de- 
posi‘ions had all been taken, 
the learned Magistrate then 
read or directed to be read all 
those four charges, two for 
alleged murders; one for alleged 
robbery and a fourth for an- 
other alleged robbery, all taking 
place at different dates. 
It was believed that 
all the charges had been read 
out together and that the 
secused had been asked if he 
had anything to say in answer 
to them. 


Counsel said that it would be 
seen from the records that Insp. 
Summers, for some reason or 
another, appeared to have 
forgotten what took place In the 
Pohee Court in respect of the 
case in which he was in charge, 


He was goinz to say very firmly 
that the position having been put, 
it was the duty of the Crown that 
no doubt was lef: in the mind cf 
the Court as to what did take 
place, because it was clear that 
what Mr Gittins suggested was 
that there had been an irregular- 
ity {n the Police Court, It was the 
duty of jhe Crown, Counsel con- 
tended, to bring evidence before 
the Magistrate, as there was no 
reason why an accused should 
jeopardise his defence by dcing 
obliged to call evidence, 


Mr MeNeill sald that he had 
invited the learned Magistrate 
to be present as he was pro- 
posing to call him to give 
evidence.
